Electricity 
ies. 
Kettle said that the subject was a very 
ne, which he could only deal with in its 
general aspects. One result of the war was 
that it concentrated public attention on the 
question of power supply, in connection with 
which there were two considerations—safety 
and national economy. Some of the more pro- 
essive countries—such as Switzerland and 
weden—had made considerable advances. 

Great Britain had tackled the question of 
power supplies, and had made considerable 
advance. It had been realised that the best 
form of power supply was electricity. The 
standard method adopted by all countriesewas 
to turn their power resources into electricity. 
Switzerland and Sweden had got further than 
any other country, and would soon have their 
power supplies converted into electricity. The 
method to be adopted was one that, if applied 
to Ireland, would enable Cork to supply Bel- 
fast with electric power. 

The power position in Ireland at present was 
a most satisfactory one, inasmuch as they 
had no power. (Laughter.) That was, in a 
sense, satisfactory, as they had got a clean 
sheet, and any mistakes they made now they 
would make with their eyes open. Ireland was 
in a position to take advantage of the ex~ 
perience of virtually every. country in the 
world, and it would be Ireland’s own funeral if 
she did not profit by it. The electricity gene- 
rated in Ireland at present was about 20 units 
a head of the population. In Great Britain 
they developed about 60 units a head, while in 
Switzerland they generated 1,000 units a head, 
and it had to be remembered that Switzerland 
was a much emalier pie | than i em !

A special meeting of the Municipal Couneil of 
the City of Dublin was held yesterday in the 
Oak Room, Mansion House, the Lord Mayor 
presiding. 

On the motion of Mr. John Lawlor, it was 


decided to suspend the standing orders to con- | 


sider a letter from the Licensed Cab -and Car 
Owners’ Society in relation to the removal of 
the wall at the corner of Nassau street and to 
the proposed removal of the hazard on that 
corner. 

The Town Clerk read the letter from the 
Licensed Cab and Car Owners’ and Drivers’ 
Society, which was signed by Andrew Dunne, 
secretary, and stated that the men working oa 
the hazard at “‘ the Provost's corner” had 
informed by the Dublin Metropolitan Police that 
they had been asked by the municipal authori- 
ties to select a hagard somewhere in the adjoin- 
ing streets in lieu of the present ition, which 
had been occupied by the holders and their 
predecessots for over 75 years. Théscontem- 
plated change of position would inflict a 
hardship on a hard-working body of 
and they, therefore, requested 
to receive the deputation, who w gi 
reasons why the City Council should refrain 
from requesting the police to carry out the 
proposal. 

“A large number of car and cab drivers, who 
drove up on their vehicles to Dawson street, 
entered the Mansion House, where they loudly 
applanded the Lord Mayor on his inviting the 
members of the deputation to addtess the 
Council, 

Mr. Dunne, on behalf of the deputation, said 
that the hazard on Nassau street corner was 0 
very great importance to the cab and car men, 
and was one of the best hazards in Dublin. 
They had been informed by a police inspedtor 
that they would be given a substitute hazard 
in the neighbourhood, but they were faced at 
present with the difficulty of finding substitute 
hazards for the men disemployed owing to the 
closing of the hazards as a result of the de- 
struction of the hotels in Upper Sackville street. 
He ventured to say that if they were depri 
of the hagard at the Provost's corner they 
could not be supplied with a hazard of equal 
earning capacity. A substitute wag altogether 
ont of the question. The’ whole difficulty arose 
from the fact that there was congestion of 
traffic at this epot because the Tramways Com- 
pany had a monopoly of the street from Browne 
and Nolan's shop to Grafton street corner. He 
did not think that the late Provost Mahaffy or 
any of the present Provost’s predecessors would 
have insisted on such a condition ae the removal 
of the hazard. He (Mr. Dunne) had never 
known an accident to oceur at that corner, and 

"he believed that the existence of the hazard was 
a great safeguard to the public. Since the 
Black and Tans” were in Dublin it was the 
habit to imitate them in the speed of motor 
cars, and the present speed of motor cars in the 
city’ would not be permitted in any other city 
in Europe. (Hear, heat.) ‘If there was nothing 
in Nassau street corner to check the speed of 
motor cars, then God help the people going 
round that corner, as a good many of them 
would be killed. Another important point: was 
the number of men living by this hazard. 
There were 50 men engaged on the hazard, and 
they had fully 200 dependents. He su ted 
that the state of traffic at the point could Le 
greatly improved by stopping the incoming 
trams in Nassau street and the outgoing trams 
opposite the Provost's gate. 

The Lord Mayor said that il. was only fair 
that he should say that for a great many years 
this corner had been a cause oí great com- 
plaint by the citizens. One of the very firet 
acts of the present Provost of Trinity College 
was to facilitate the Corporation by giving up 
the corner for the purpose of widening the 
sireet. The lot of the cab and car men wae a 
very pTecarious one at present, and he assured 
them of the sympathetic consideration of the 
Council. 

Mr. J. Lawlor moved—* That so much of the 
resdlution of the Council of the 3rd November, 
1919, as refers to the acceptance of the condi- 
tion made by the Provost and Board of Trinity 
College in connection with the proposed widen- 
ing of Nassau etreet corner—viz., ‘That the 
cab and car hazerd now at Nassau street corner 
is to be wholly removed, as would be necessary 
if the traffic ia to be relieved, and its new 
position must not be anywhere between Nassau 
street and the front gate of the College '—be, 
and it ie hereby, deletéd.” He said that the 
sresent difficulty of the carmen was that they 
had against them the combmed power of the 
Provost of Trinity College, the Corporation, the 
Tramways Company, and the police authorities. 

Mr. Logue seconded the motion, 

Alderman William O’Brien proposed, and Mr. 
Raul seconded, an amendment to the effect that 
the matter be referred to a conference of all 
the parties affected by the proposed change, in 
conjunction with the Streets Committee of the 
Council and Mr. John Lawlor.

NEW HOUSES. 


Councillor Sein MacOaoilte, in moving the 
report of the Housing Committee concerning the 
Marino housing, said that all the energies of 
the Committee were at present centred on Fair- 
brothers’ Field, which was progressing satisfac. 
torily, but they were looking forward and mak- 
ing plans. In the case of the Marino site 50 
acres were provided, but some more land was 
needed, and they were. considering an enlarge- 
ment’ of the area, so that in place of from 
500 to 550 houses on the 50 acres they hoped 
to be able to build with the extra land up to 
1,500 houses. 

Mr. Murphy seconded, and said that a new 
trunk road was suggested from the Howth road 
to Whitehall. They also hoped to get on with 
the work as quickly as possible, as unskilled 
work was at its lowest ebb in the winter time. 

Sir Andrew Beattie, while in favour of house 
building; said that he thought they would ad- 
vance more efficiently if they- built and com- 
pleted a hundred or so houses at a.time and 
used the land they owned themselves. They 
then also knew the exact cost. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said that there was 
not the slightest indication what this ground 
was to cost. 

The Town Clerk said that this motion only 
committed the Corporation in favour of acquir- 
ing this land and not one penny could be paid 
without the sanction of the Corporation. 

Alderman A. Byrne said that 28 people who 
were burned out in Findlater place were 
actually sleeping on landings and could not even 
et a room.
